BILL SUMMARY:  
Senate Bill 342 would amend section 16-17-502 of the South Carolina Code of Laws so as to make it unlawful 
for an individual to distribute a tobacco product sample to a person of any age.  First or second offenses shall 
receive a fine of no less that two hundred dollars, while third offenses within a three year period shall receive 
a fine of not less that five hundred dollars.     
 
EXPLANATION OF IMPACT: 
Enactment would have no impact on the General Fund of the State, or on Federal and/or other funds.  
 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT IMPACT: 
Responses from two of the local governments indicate enactment would have no impact on expenditures.  
One respondent anticipated additional costs of $7,500 in non-recurring expenses and $3,000 annually 
thereafter.
